AUSTRALIA WANTS 
THE Gls BACK 


by ROBERT SHERROD 


Here in Sydney this week Australian immigration officials are 
dusting off the red carpet to welcome the Marine Phoenix. On board 
the Phoenix are 46 men, women and children, the first (the govern- 
ment hopes) of one million Americans who will move to Australia 
under the subsidized-passage plan. Last month when he was in 
the U.S., Immigration Minister Arthur Calwell invited ex-GIs to 
bring their families and settle in Australia. His government would, 
he said, pay more than 40% of their passage, find them jobs, help 
them to Jeera a trade and pay them $50 for every baby they pro- 
duced, 

The truth is that Australia is desperately short of manpower. 
‘The late war scared the daylights out of the Australians, who have 
no white neighbors except a handful of New Zealanders. Now they 
are anxious to achieve a greater self-reliance, and that means a 
greater population. It is also true that the millions of Americans 
who passed through Australia didn’t leave such a bad impression. 

The first soldier I heard mention the lure of Australia was a jeep 
driver in Canberra, just after Douglas MacArthur escaped from 
the Philippines. This jeep driver said, “What a country! What op- 
portunities—it’s big as the U.S. and only one-twentieth as many 
people. And what women! They must have the best-looking gals 
in the world over here. I’m coming to Australia to live when 
this war is over.” 

This feeling was pretty general among the American troops who 
flooded into Australia in 1942. It didn’t last long, of course. As 
scores of thousands of Americans poured into Australia the nov- 
elty of their presence wore off. There was a bear market in heroes 
after the Coral Sea battle made Australia safe from invasion. Then 
the Australians’ own soldiers began returning from the Middle East 
and a lot of contemplated divorces were canceled. As for the GIs, 
it wasn’t long before they discovered most of Australia was a desert, 
anyway. The plumbing was inferior. Bars closed at 6 o'clock, Mel- 
bourne’s “blue laws” permitted no Sunday newspapers, and the 
horses ran the wrong way at the Sydney racetracks. 

Perhaps my friend the jeep driver failed to see the war through. 
(Upon checking recently I was amazed to realize that almost half 
the Americans I knew in the days just after Pearl Harbor were 
killed in the 334 years that followed.) But if he lived, the chances 
are 500 to 1 he didn’t settle down in Australia. If he married his

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blonde, the odds are about 4 to 1 that he took her home with him. 

Currently there are about 2,000 American ex-soldiers, sailors, 
marines and Coast Guardsmen in Australia. Nearly all the 2,000 
are among the 10,000 who married Australian girls of varying de- 
grees of prettiness. Nearly all have fathered Australian-American 
children; many have two kids by now. 

The remarkable thing is that most of these men are still home- 
sick, In talking to a couple of hundred of them I found only three 
or four who didn’t expect to return sooner or later to the U.S. 
Nobody supposes that all or even a majority will carry out their 
threats to pack up and go home; their roots are sinking deeper each 
year. But from halfway around the globe the U.S. still raises a 
vision of paradise before American eyes. 

Queanbeyan is a small sheep-and-cow town a few miles outside 
Canberra. It was once the site of a big Navy radio station, but its 
sole American relics are the Monaro Grill and its owner, Eddie 
Sarran, a big blond boy who was a bread salesman in New Orleans. 
before the war. When the war ended, Eddie got out of the Navy, 
invested his £200 ($650) to fix up an old furniture-repair shop 
and started selling hamburgers. After a few months he bought out 
his partner for £300 more. Now he sells a hundred dozen ham- 
burgers every Saturday. Because good meat costs only about one 
fourth of what it costs in the U.S. and because his two helpers’ 
union-regulated wages come to only $19.50 and $14.60 weekly, 
Eddie can sell hamburgers at 8¢ apiece and make a nice profit (be- 
fore taxes). Eddie has been offered $3,900 for his place, but he wants 
$5,700. Then he can settle his affairs, take his Australian wife Olga 
and his 7-month-old daughter Denise Charmain all the way back to 
Louisiana and "hit New Orleans with $3,000 in my pocket.” It’s 
not that Eddie doesn’t like Australia; he'd just like to see what 
things are like back home. 


Average GI wage is $20 a week 


Because of the housing shortage, which recognizes no interna- 
tional boundaries, Eddie and Olga must live in two rooms back of 
the hamburger joint. The sitting room-kitchen has no windows 
and it must be used as a place to hang the baby’s diapers, but the 
Sarrans are better off financially than most Australian-American 
couples. The average GI earns no more than $20 a week in Australia. 
That's enough to live on, if eating and sleeping are all you're look- 
ing for, But an automobile is out of the question on the average 
Australian wage. A Ford costs about $2,500 and even clothes are 
more expensive than they are at hor 

The ex-Gls generally fall into three groups: students, workmen 
and businessmen, Of hep the 50-odd students fare best: the $90 a 
month le Sam sends his veterans at the Univ sof S 
and Melbourne would be equal to at least $150 a month in th 
(A haircut costs about 25¢ in Australia.) Some men have quit their 
jobs to go to college because their income is higher in the class- 
room, But those working for salaries or wages don't complain much 
despite the pay. Their jobs vary from rubber worker in Melbourne 
to bank clerk in Tasmania. An ex-Seabee is a pneumatic-drill oper- 
ator. At least three own their own garages. Very few Americans have 
gone to the Australian soil, which stands in need of much d 
ment. Only one is listed as a pig farmer, a career he shares with his 
father-in-law. Some don’t work at all. 

Ironically the men who generally make the best living do the 
most complaining. I didn’t find an American businessman who 
wasn't frustrated. In socialist Australia there is very little encour- 
agement for private enterprise; usually there are stumbling blocks 
to make the businessman’s life more miserable. 

“Any live wire who comes over here from the States to set the 
world on fire is fooling himself,” sa’ 5/Sgt. Volstead Heath, 
formerly of Raleigh, N.C., who operates a direct-mail advertising 
business. “They just do things different over here. Business is 
old-established and well-entrenched, and it shies away from new 
leas. ‘What’s the use? everybody says, ‘it will all go for taxes, 
anyway.’ The workingman doesn’t try to produce and the busi- 
nessman doesn’t care—they are all too apathetic or too satisfied. 
My business is good. I have five employes; if I could get office 
space I could use 15. : 

Heath had just finished making out 4 report on his first year of 
business. His profit: £1,000 ($3,250), which in Australia is a fairly 
te ‘tacular income. His taxes: between 40% and 50%. “The funny 
thing is I expected to lose money the first year,” said Heath, “but 
now that I've made some, it burns me up to have to pay out so 
much of it.”

AMERICAN WRITERS 
Sirs: 

It was with a great deal of interest 
that I read and reread John Chamber- 
Iain’s article about U.S. writers (Lire, 
Sept. 1)... 

I agree that the revolt of the Teens 
is not over. I firmly believe there will 
remain in our literature a strong ele- 
ment of the negation of life that was 
given us by the writers of the 
Here is the reason for my belief. 

First is your own statement to the 
effect that human beings, writers in 
particular, are partly formed in the 
nursery, school and home, long be- 
fore they reach a fighting age, if we 
consider that war has an effect on lit- 
erature. That is very true. Now we 
consider the men who fought the war 
and we find that by far the majority 
of them were spawned in that "era of 
wonderful nonsense.” But they were 
bombarded in their most impression- 
able years with a credo that was em- 
phasized by the very life they were 
living. The glitter and high living of 
the '20s was certainly in sharp con- 
trast with the poverty and depr 
vation that most prominently charac- 
terized the "30s. This created a great 
feeling of instability and lack of di- 
rection and purpose in the very lives 
of the men who will be emerging 
in literature in the next decade or 
two. 

I was born in 1920. I knew a won- 
derful life for my first 10 years. I 
thought everybody had money. Over- 
night I knew what poverty was. My 
mind was formed in those years when 
the entire world was struggling to 
lift itself out of the morass into 
which it had plunged. And then, just 
when I was beginning to think clear- 
ly and even optimistically, along came 
the war. 

T don't think I am alone in this 
problem. I think the writers and the 
writing of the ’40s and '50s will carry 
heavily not only the negation of the 
"20s and 30s but will also be lacking 
in direction and purpose.

"EXODUS" REFUGEES END TRAGIC VOYAGE 


On the humid afternoon of Sept. 9, amid scenes 
of struggle like the one above, another tragic chap- 
ter in the troubled history of the Jewish people 
ended in Hamburg, Germany. Nearly two months 
before, a band of 4,554 Jewish refugees, many of 
whom had suffered in concentration camps, sailed 
from the French port of Séte in an old Chesapeake 
Bay excursion boat renamed Exodus 1947. Those 
who went aboard knew the risks of trying to en- 
ter Palestine illegally but they had hoped, some- 
how, to break through the British naval blockade. 


The Exodus never had a chance. It was inter- 
cepted, rammed and boarded and its passengers 
removed to three British transports. The refugees 
fought for more than three hours, hurling sticks 
and food cans at British sailors before the trans- 
fer was made. Three Jews were killed, 217 injured. 

Then began the long voyage back. Clinging to 
their all-consuming aim of reaching Palestine, the 
refugees refused an invitation to land in France. 
They sweltered in the holds of the transport ships, 
painted swastikas on the Union Jack and went on 


hungerstrikesas the story of their plight grew into 
bigger and bigger headlines. 

At last the British decided to land the refugees 
at Hamburg. This brought protests from Jewish 
organizations in the U.S. (pp. 36-37) and from the 
U.S. and French governments. The miserable ref- 
ugees were caught between a British decision that 
some felt might discourage further illegal immi- 
gration and the conflicting decision by some zeal- 
ots which allowed martyrs to be made of the refu- 
gees in the interest of long-term Zionist planning.

THE MARSHALL PLAN: OUR MOVE REXT 


THE U.S. FACES A CRUCIAL DECISION. SOME THINGS TO BEAR IN MIND WHEN DECIDING 


We can all thank Secretary Marshall for a 
fairly easy summer. Most of the heavy sweat- 
ing since June has been done by European 
statesmen in Paris, at Marshall’s behest. But 
America’s vacation is drawing to a close. The 
Paris conferees have agreed on a plan for the 
economic salvation of Europe; at this writing 
they are polishing it up for Washington’s pe- 
rusal. The ball is coming back over the net into 
our court. 

Perhaps we even need to remind ourselves 
what this game is all about. Like everything 
else these days it goes back to the Russian prob- 
lem. Walter Lippmann is telling at length in 
his current columns why a.U.S. policy of mere 
containment of Russian expansion, as pre- 
scribed by the famous Mr. X (Lire, July 28) 
won’t do, And indeed it is not in the American 
character just to play cat to the Russian mouse. 
That is why the so-called Truman Doctrine, 
being merely defensive, has not enlisted much 
enthusiasm either here or abroad. But the Mar- 
shall Plan, our second big move in the “cold 
war,” was designed as an attack. 

Marshall’s proposal drew an economic line 
through Europe. The countries to the east of 
this line became Russian economic territory. 
‘Those to the west of it were reconciled to this 
division by the prospect, which Marshall held 
out, of U.S. economic aid. Marshall asked the 
Western Europeans to tell us exactly how much 
aid they need and also to prove they are doing 
their utmost toward helping themselves, 


Check List 


It is now up to us to decide whether they 
have earned U.S. assistance. This will be the 
most important decision which Congress will 
face for some time. It may prove the most im- 
portant decision of the 20th Century. Hence 
even before Congress meets, and even before 
the terms of the Paris proposition are known, 
we had better get ready to face it. 

We don’t have to accept this deal. If the 
terms don’t come up to certain specifications, 
we may do better to turn it down. But let’s be 
quite clear about those specifications. Here is 
a check list of them: 

1 THE AMOUNT IN DOLLARS, WHILE BOUND 
TO BE HUGE, 1S NOT OF PRIMARY IMPORTANCE. 
‘Any congressman who will boggle at $30 bil- 
lion but will vote for $10 billion, and has no 
other criterion, doesn’t know what he is do- 
ing, The one and only purpose of the Marshall 
Plan is to get Europe on its feet and on the road 
to economic self-reliance. If the terms offer a 
reasonable hope of doing that, they are worth 
as much as they cost. If they don’t, they aren’t 
worth a dime. 

2 WE SHOULD MAKE A LONG COMMITMENT 
(propaBLy 1947-51) BUT IT SHOULD BE PERI- 
ODICALLY REVIEWABLE. This almost goes with- 
out saying. If the Europeans fail at any point 
in their part of the bargain, we can of course 
cut any line of credit right there. Some degree 
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of continuing supervision on our part will be 
advisable. 

3 GERMANY MUST GO BACK TO WoRK. Ac- 
cording to reports the French have not proved 
as difficult on this point as was feared. In west- 
ern Germany the official ceiling on production 
is already being raised, though this is just an- 
other paper ceiling and actual production is 
disastrously low. At any rate the Potsdam pol- 
icy of “statutory stagnation,” as The Econo- 
mist calls it, is obsolete and discredited. We 
must simply make sure that the Marshall 
terms do nothing to bring it back. 

4 THOUGH WE CAN INFLUENCE THE FORM OF 
Europe’s ECONOMY, WE CAN'T DICTATE IT, 
Harold Stassen has come out against further 
loans to England unless she promises not to 
nationalize her iron and steel. In hoping Eng- 
land won’t nationalize her iron and steel, Stas- 
sen undoubtedly speaks for informed U: 
opinion and also for common sense. It is be- 
coming clearer daily that British experiments 
in socialism are playing hob with British re- 
covery. Moreover Americans don’t like to see 
their money going to make socialism any easier. 
And yet it would be both difficult and unwise 
to make this wish a proviso of intergovern- 
mental aid or to write it into the bond. The 
only people who can reverse the dismal bu- 
reaucratic trend in Britain are the British. 
Our proper role is to help them open their eyes. 

5 IF POSSIBLE, MAKE IT ALL ONE PACKAGE. 
Europe is so desperately short of dollars that 
a special session of Congress may be called to 
pass the Marshall Plan. What they need at 
once is food and coal for this winter. Congress 
should not try to duck its job by passing an 
emergency loan for this winter and postpon- 
ing the real decision. If possible, even emer- 
gency orders should be part of the whole re- 
construction deal, so that Europe will start 
fulfilling its own self-help obligations as soon 
as possible. 

6 Tue coat or European unity sHoutp 
bE visite. There has been steady U.S. pres- 
sure at Paris toward this. Last week 13 na- 
tions decided to meet to discuss a European 
customs union, which the French and some 
British think can be achieved in 10 years. 
Fine! For some of the reasons why America’s 
interest lies in the direction of a unified Eu- 
rope, see the article on page 77. 

There remains what may be the controlling 
consideration: the economic effect of the Mar- 
shall Plan on the U.S. Have we enough re- 
sources to put Europe on its feet? Will the deal 
push our price level still higher? 

Secretary of Commerce Harriman has had 
three committees working on the answer to 
that. But with all due respect to his econo- 
mists, we don’t really need their figures in this 
case. Our fulfillment of the Marshall Plan will 
obviously 1) hurt us, and hurt bad, but 2) it 
won’t kill us, and 3)jif it saves Europe it will be 
cheap at any price. 

The first year of the Marshall Plan will be 


the hardest. The poor corn crop will make it 
harder for us to maintain the enormous grain 
shipments of the past year unless we eat less 
bread and meat ourselves. Considering that 
our meat consumption (even at current prices) 
is 25% higher per capita than before the war, a 
few meatless and wheatless days are very much 
in order. 


The next greatest need of the Europeans is 


for the tools and machines that will put them 
back in business. Their orders for these will 
compete directly with U.S. industry’s. own 
capital improvements. The latter are now run- 
ning at an unprecedented rate, so that foreign 
orders are and will be standing at the end of 
a very long line. The State Department and 
U.S. industry had better start working out a 
solution to this problem. 


But a little perspective on the Marshall 


Plan will reduce these difficulties. After all the 
highest dollar figure mentioned at Paris ($30 _ 
billion) works out to only $7.5 billion a year 
over the four years. This is slightly less than 
our current surplus of exports over imports, 
the measure of foreign trade's contribution to 
our inflation now. It is a drop in the bucket of 
our domestic inflationary pressures. Indeed if 
Europe comes shopping here as a unit, with 
an orderly four-year list, the effect on our mar- 
kets should be far less inflationary than the 
present wild scramble. Remember, the Mar- 
shall Plan will not be superimposed on current 
demands. It is just a way to keep Europe’s part 
of that demand going. 


Economist Sumner Slichter in a recent arti. 


cle listed eight common errors in our economic 
thinking. At the top of the list he placed the 
“failure to appreciate the enormous dynamic 
possibilities of the American economy.” His 
own estimate of the national income for the 
years 1956-60 is $260 billion—nearly a third 
higher than now. If by then Europe is also in 
business at the old stand, we can together lead 
such a crusade for prosperity in the rest of the 
world as has never been seen. Communism 
will have lost its favorite breeding ground, the 
swamp of economic hopelessness. The Mar- 
shall Plan will have proved to be the D-day 
of the peace. 


It can be, if we—and Europe—show cool- 


ness and imagination now.

WALDEN continue 


Thoreau’s Thoughts 


Today, a century after Walden was written, the simple life Henry Tho- 
reau led at Walden Pond has a continued attraction for people caught up 
in an increasingly complex society. In the brief and pointed paragraphs 
below are set down some of Thoreau’s thoughts on how men ought to live. 


When I first paddled a boat on Walden, it was 
completely surrounded by thick and lofty pine 
and oak woods, and in some of its coves grape- 
vines had run over the trees next the water and 
formed bowers under which a boat could pass. 
The hills which form its shores are so steep, and 
the woods on them were then so high that, as you 
looked down from the west end, it had the ap- 
pearance of an amphitheatre for some kind of syl- 
van spectacle. I have spent many an hour, when 
I was younger, floating over its surface as the 

THOREAU —_ zephyr willed, having paddled my boat to the mid- 
dle, and lying on my back across the seats, in a 
summer forenoon, dreaming awake, until I was aroused by the boat 
touching the sand, and I arose to see what shore my fates had impelled 
me to; days when idleness was the most attractive and productive in- 
dustry, Many a forenoon have I stolen away, preferring to spend thus 
the most valued part of the day; for I was rich, if not in money, in 
sunny hours and summer days, and spent them lavishly; nor do I re- 
gret that I did not waste more of them in the workshop or the teacher’s 
desk. 


The mass of men lead lives of quiet desperation. What is called 
resignation is confirmed desperation. From the desperate city you go 
into the desperate country, and have to console yourself the 
bravery of minks and muskrats. A stereotyped but unconscious de- 
spair is concealed even under what are called the games and amuse- 
ments of mankind. There is no play in them, for this comes after work. 
But it is a characteristic of wisdom not to do desperate things. 


‘The very simplicity and nakedness of man’s life in the primitive 
ages imply this advantage, at least, that they left him still but a so- 
journer in nature. When he was refreshed with food and sleep, he 
contemplated his journey again. He dwelt, as it were, in a tent in this 
world, and was either threading the valleys, or crossing the plains, or 
climbing the mountain tops. But Io! men have become the tools of 
their tools. The man who independently plucked the fruits when he 
was hungry is become a farmer; and he whostood under a tree for shel- 
ter, a housekeeper. We now no longer camp as for a night, but have 
settled down on éarth and forgotten heaven. 


Shams and delusions are esteemed for soundest truths, while reality 
is fabulous. If men would steadily observe realities only, and not allow 
themselves to be deluded, life, to compare it with such things as we 
know, would be like a fairy tale and the Arabian Nights’ Entertain- 
ments, If we respected only what is inevitable and has a right to be, 
music and poetry would resound along the streets. When we are un- 
hurried and wise, we perceive that only great and worthy things have 
any permanent and absolute existence, that petty fears and petty pleas- 
ures are but the shadow of the reality. This is always exhilarating and 
sublime. By closing the eyes and slumbering, and consenting to be de- 
ceived by shows, men establish and confirm their daily life of routine 
and habit everywhere, which still is built on purely illusory founda- 
tions. Children, who play life, discern its true law and relations more 
clearly than men, who fail to live it worthily, but who think that they 
are wiser by experience, that is, by failure. 


Tlearned this, at least, by my experiment; that if one advances con- 
fidently in the direction of his dreams, and endeavors to live the life 
which he has imagined, he will meet with a success unexpected in 
common hours, He will put some things behind, will pass an invisible 
boundary; new, universal, and more liberal laws will begin to establish 
themselves around and within him; or the old laws be expanded, and 
interpreted in his favor in a more liberal sense, and he will live with 
the license of a higher order of beings. In proportion as he simplifies 
his life, the laws of the universe will appear less complex and solitude 
will not be solitude, nor poverty poverty, nor weakness weakness. If 
you have built castles in the air, your work need not be lost; that is 
‘where they should be. Now put the foundations under them.

aid we should work toward rebuilding the British Commonwealth to a level comparable 
to the U.S. and Russia. Beginning with the Rubr we should apply our resources and en- 
gineering talents toward creating a strong federation of nations in Europe. Balance in the 
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Pacific and the Far East can be promoted by building a strong China under Nationalist 
leadership, and India, now divided, should be helped to unify herself into a single na- 
tion. We should encourage a renascence of Moslem strength in the Near East and in In- 
donesia and should work toward a strong federation in Latin America. Lastly we should 

create a center of power in South Africa. In this way, with 10 independent concen- 
trations of nearly equal power, we will have helped the world achieve the complex bal- 
ance without which we can never attain peace based on freedom—an American peace.

ESPITE widespread support for Secretary of State Marshall, the debate 
bout U.S. foreign policy has not yet produced real agreement in its 
final aims. Last spring Lire contributed to this debate by publishing 
James Burnham's Struggle for the World, a plea for a worldwide American em- 
pire. Herewith we continue the debate with a wholly different prescriptior 
Most Americans agree that the U.S. should use its diplomatic power to “con- 
tain” Russian expansion. But so meager and negative a polic fy 
a people who are accustomed to think of their foreign poli 
serving but also generous, creative and progressive. A formulation that will 
express our national idealism and still prove a practical guide—that is the aim 
of the following article. Based on American tradition and habit, it sets out what 
will be for us the natural course. Briefly its thesis is this: that U.S. foreigi 
policy always has been, is now and hereafter should be dedicated to the mai: 
tenance of a complex balance of power in the world. We possess at this time 
power to dominate the world, but our chief concern is how safely to share that 
power with others. That is because freedom is our instinctive policy: freedom 
for ourselves; freedom as the right of all. This article demonstrates the con- 
nection between freedom and the balance of power. Its author, DeWitt C. 
Poole, is a veteran diplomat, teacher (Harvard, Princeton) and student of in- 
ternational affairs.—ED. 


Which comes first—freedom or peace? 


'VENTS move toward some tighter organization of the world. What 
E kind of world is it going to be? Will it be our kind of world? What is 
our kind of world? 

Many Americans will answer: above all, there must be peace; but neither 
history nor a look into our souls will bear that out. Peace we can most 
easily have. No nation has to fight. In 1917 and/1941 we could have com- 
pounded with the aggressor to good advantage—for the short term; but we 
would not. We may fight again. 

The first specification for our kind of world is not peace but freedom. 
We have enjoyed freedom so long and take freedom so easily for grant- 
ed that we have to remind ourselves of that. Next after freedom comes 
justice, for large numbers can enjoy freedom only in a frame of order.

Freedom, as we shall show shortly, is to be 
had in only one kind of world. That is a world 
in which power is widely distributed and bal- 
anced; a world of complex balance of power. 
The most obvious alternative, a world in 
which power is concentrated at a single point, 
spells empire and tyranny. But the second 
alternative is little better; it is what we have 
now. A good balance of power must be com- 

lex. A simple balance, like the present one 
Fetween the U.S. and Russia (alias: two armed 
camps) does not serve freedom or justice or 
peace; it is dangerous and unstable. If a new 
complex balance does not soon replace the 
present simple confrontation, world empire 
will ensue and freedom be destroyed. Even 
if it is an American empire, freedom will be 
destroyed. 

‘A world of complex balance of power is for 
us the familiar world in which we feel at home. 
This world began with the Renaissance 500 
years ago. Far from perfect, it has been toler- 
able, exciting and progressive. With balance 
of power came freedom and with freedom a

en" the U.S. must work to have alongside of the U.S. and the 

S.S.R. six or eight centers of power comparable to them in weight 
and independent of them both. The standard of power is set by the U.S, and 
Russia. We could not reduce these power centers if we would. The other 
power centers (1.6 billion people are in question) must be brought up to- 
ward the American-Russian level. This is neither easy nor impossible. 

The practical means is federation. First, federation in EUROPE. Sixteen 
European nations are at work at Paris concerting their postwar recovery, 
following Secretary Marshall's invitation; three (Netherlands, Belgium, 
Luxembourg) have already formed a customs union. The size, shape and 
nature of any federation or federations of Europe will be primarily decided, 
of course, by the peoples involved. Political hindrances continue formid- 
able, but Europe is under instant economic pressure. It is in the field of 
economics that the U.S. can offer the surest help. 

Applied first in the Ruhr, going further as requested, American engi- 
neering talent can help revitalize all of Western Europe. Europe may be 
economically viable only as a whole; but since the Iron Curtain blocks the 
way at present, we must begin in Western Europe with what is at hand, 
What concerns us is that there should come into being soon a genuinely 
European Europe, strong and free, 

Next, CHINA. The U.S. needs and desires a strong China, independent 
of other world powers. Russia seeks a manageable China. As between Com- 
munists and Nationalists in China, only the Nationalists can create—if either 
can create—a strong and independent China. That is why we should be for 
the Nationalists and their leader, Chiang Kai-shek. 

Ofall the unawakened countries of the world, 
hina has the greatest potential. By under- 
writing the Monroe Doctrine the British states- 
man, George Canning, called in the Americas 
to redress the European balance after Napo- 
leon; similarly a strong China offers American 
statesmanship a chance to stabilize the Pacific. 
Should success in this role someday go to 
China's head and lead her into imperial ad- 
ventures as they led Japan, then the U.S. on 
that day would of course become China’s 
enemy. But at present the opposite is the case: 
to replace the Japanese unit in the internation- 
al balance—not against Russia but against 
anybody—is America’s controlling interest. 

ow free, INDIA becomes important in 
the international balance. As India starts her 
new life divided into Pakistan and Hindu- 
stan, the fact (long obscured under British 
rule) that India is not a unitary nation is 
made manifest to all. But when India’s wounds 
heal and she proceeds through the next stages 
of industrialization, she will be compelled 
toward federal unity in order to protect the 
independence of her parts, The U.S. should

moment by taking a direct interest in her industrial development. 

Similarly we can and should encourage the renascence of the 
MOSLEM WORLD, Geographically there are two Moslem worlds 
and probably two potential Moslem federations. In the Near East 
the Pan-Arab movement hitherto has been mainly a diplomatic 
scarecrow. But if the Near Eastern desert is watered and developed 
by American oilmen and engineers, Arab nationalism could be- 
come a serious international political reality. 

In INDONESIA, also predominantly Moslem, the old colonial 
system is in agony, as also in Indo-China. The U.S. should assist 
the realization of an Indonesian federal state. It may ultimately 
include Indo-China, Malaya and other strengthening neighbors. 

Federal possibilities based on cultural affinity may also be pres- 
ent in the LATIN-AMERICAN WORLD.

In sum, then, adding federative possibilities to existing powers, 
we come out with a total possibility of some 10 power centers of 
something near the same order of magnitude. That would be a 
world of complex balance of power, and so of freedom, and so a 
world in which we could be content. It would be a peace of freedom 
—an American peace. 


The balance of power and Original Sin 


HE theory that a complex power balance is the best, perhaps 
ihe oul: siigrantociol freedoun'eginiterith Originall Siz, Man 
being imperfect as he is, power concentrated and uncontrolled will 
always be abused. As Alexander Hamilton put it, “The spirit of 
moderation iti a state of overbearing power is a phenomenon which 
has not yet appeared, and which no wise man will ever expect to 
see.” Conscience is not enough; the safeguards of freedom must be 
intensely practical. Keep power from concentrating. Find safety in 
numbers. Separate and make numerous the repositories of power; 
let them watch and check each other. This our Founding Fathers 
knew as the theory of checks and balances, though some of them 
called it balance of power. They would have agreed with Ortega y 
Gasset: “The state of liberty results from a plurality of forces mu- 
tually resistant.” 
‘Throughout history this hardheaded and skeptical doctrine has 
had only two foes: 1) those equally hardheaded, the tyrants, who 
seek power for themselves by overriding checks and safeguards,

2) political idealists. The idealists believe that somehow governors 
will emerge who are wiser and more virtuous than the generality. 
Plato, in the Republic, would rely on breeding these supermen— 
his _philosopher-kin; Ec epenteal like racehorses. Up to the 
French Revolution, Europe touched kings with divinity. That ex- 
periment ran three centuries, and the kings turned out to be ordi- 
nary clay. Following this the German philosopher Hegel enthroned 
not a flesh-and-blood monarch but an abstraction, “the State’ as 
“the expression of the Divine Will on earth.” The secular fruit of 
that idea has ripened for our time in Hitler’s “leadership prin- 
ciple” and the absolutism of the Politburo at Moscow. 

Today the political idealists take a slightly different tack: if we 
all really try to make the United Nations work or turn it into a 
world government, won’t a balance of power be unnecessary? 
Quit Fetoon trary “apominden Balncectipowen wich dosanotni 
exist, is the only basis on which the U.N, could ever work, espe- 
cially if itis hoped to turn it into a federal government of the world. 
Swiss, American and other experiences of federation show that the 
closer the political association, the more necessary balance of power 
becomes alike to freedom and to justice. Successful federation, A, 
V. Dicey tells us, requires “approximate equality in the wealth, in 
the opulation, and in the historical position” of the participants. 

"The U.N. is still largely ineffectual be f its euppliant posi 
tion vis is both the U.S. and Russia and the client position of 
too many of its members. Americans expect U.N, to be an associa- 
tion of free nations. Only against a background of complex balance 
of power can it become so. 


The atomic bomb and Russia 
Bu hasn’t the atomic bomb changed all this? If the bomb has 


broken the line of our descent from Patrick Henry, making life 
indeed so dear and peace so sweet as to be purchased at the pri 
of freedom, then it has; but our course so Ee suggests nothing of 
the sort. Technically we hold in our hands the means to wipe free- 
dom from the earth. What do we do? After long prayer and thought 
we propose to share control of the secret internationally. The 
Acheson-Lilienthal-Baruch proposals were nothing more nor less 
than a scheme for putting the balance of power in action. Our tem- 
porary and instinctively uncomfortable monopoly of atomic power 
was to be shared in such a way that no single power would ever 
again enjoy a monopoly. 

Radsisb loneiref sal of tie cifen marie Ter-ey lia peincipal fos 
of the balance of power in the world today—whether from tyran- 
nical or idealistic motives matters not. Ru having refused, we 
have no choice but to maintain a strong defensive posture, remain- 
ing trustees of the bomb as long as science permits and maintain- 
ing strength equal in all respects to Russia's as long as this direly 
oversimplified power balance lasts. But for the long term our con- 
trolling aim remains a world of complex balance of power in re- 
spect also to atomic fission.

A whileago the intercourse of nations was framed, after afashion, 
by Christian morality and the Natural Law; but their influence has 
faded. A recent tendency everywhere to make even justice relative 
reached a logical outcome in Lenin’s aphorism: “Morality is that 
which serves the destruction of the old exploiter’s society and... 
creates a new society of Communists.” 

Some new order of universal justice must take hold of men. If 
the Russians win or if want of patience or fear or economic stress 
at home impels us to try our hand at empire, then the Russians or 
we can clamp ona frame of justice from above—so-called justice. 
But with freedom kept alive, as it will be if Americans do not fore- 
swear themselves, the establishment of justice is no quick or easy 
task. Justice under freedom, as the history of the Common Law 
makes clear, is a slow and natural growth, rooted in popular custom. 
The rootage of a new international justice must be found in a new 
community of outlook among the nations. 

In more innocent days it seemed likely that Western Christian 
culture might someday embrace the world. It has not done so, and 
it is now unmistakable that any community of outlook which is to 
be realized among the nations 
must be composite. Unless and 
until empire stamps out freedom, 
we must look forward to a cease- 
less process of selection and 
amalgamation, an unending com- 
petition of ideas and absorp- 
tion of ideas inté the common 
mind by tested superiority. 
That is only possible among 
equals. 

‘The cultural imperialism of 
Communist Russia, which seeks 
to dominate the world, is specifi- 
cally an attack upon the West; 
and, as Karl Marx writing in the 
British Museum saw, our West- 
ern culture hasits peculiarly vul- 
nerable points: materialism, 
doctrinaire capitalism—and now an inspiration temporarily deflat- 
ed. Other cultures in the world offer other resistances to 
nism. The mystic individualism of the Hindu, the instinctive toler- 
ance (wu wei) of the Confucian, the God-bitten clannishness of the 
Moslem, the somber pride of the Latin, each presents a separate 
puzzle to the Communist missionary. While Marxist “science” is 
infinitely adaptable to different cultures, the more different kinds 
of resistance its agents have to face, the more likely they are to be 
confused and defeated in the end. Western capitalism is not the 
only answer to Marxism nor even the best one. The best one is a 
pariety of political and economic theories which will lose Marxism 
in a glorious shuffle. Complex balance of power means a balance of 
ideas as well as of armies. Thus understood, complex balance of 
power becomes the parent of a new world community of outlook 
and a new frame of justice.

Peace, empire and Russia 


r support of the No. 3 American requirement, which is peace, 
balance of power serves only in the secondary sense that, lack= 
ing freedom, Americans (and a good many others) will not be 
peaceful. 

Peace is the bait of empire. Whoever truly believes in the paci- 
fist idea should welcome the victory of the German arms, said Hit- 
ler. He did not mention that peace would be at the price of free- 
dom. So in the end, there would be neither freedom nor peace. 
‘The American historian, Michael Rostovtseff, provides a brief sum- 
mary of the world’s last experience with empire. Writing on inter- 
national relations in the ancient Mediterranean world (Walsh [ed.]: 
The History and Nature of International Relations, pp.37-38) , Rostovt- 
seff observes that then as now there were two different ways of 
working toward “peace.” One way was “to impose peace by force, 
amethod used by imperialistic powers, whose aim was the creation 
of a world state. ‘alt the existing states had to disappear in this 
mighty world state, and every attempt to recover liberty and in- 
dependence was regarded as rebellion and suppressed by force of 
arms.” “The second way,” Rostovtseff proceeds, “was that of mu- 
tual recognition and mutual concessions made by different states 
toward each other. This way led to the creation of a balance of 
power, a system of independent and free civilized states which were 
bound one to another by treaties and decided their controversies by 
means of peaceful understanding . . . or by means of a regular war.”

Rome alone, Rostovtseff notes, succeeded in creating a world 
state and, on this basis, an almost general peace for some centuries. 
But “the price paid for this peace was heavy enough.” Rostovtseff 
relates that “the results were, first, the stagnation of all creative 
efforts, and afterwards a bitter internal struggle which ended in 
complete exhaustion and unheard of decadence of civilized life.” 
The Dark Age entered; after centuries, the Renaissance.

After 200 years 
Ivan, Grand Duke of Muscovy, rallied the Russians to throw off the 
‘Tartar yoke. In doing so he used with anew ferocity the well-known 
methods of irresponsible and ruthless power that continued to 
characterize czarist despotism down to 1917, softened only by the 
chance of personality and a mounting decadence. 

Then the Bolsheviks, Lenin led that small group to power in 
Russia by reliance on the principle of “revolutionary centralism,” 
that “harsh, toseee ve and exacting principle,” as Trotsky was to 
call it later. “Revolutionary centralism” was but a restatement of 
the centuries-long tradition of obeisance at all points to centralized 
infallibility. Th ue between the U.S. and Russia today is not 
private enterprise vs. Communism. The decisive issue is that be- 
tween freedom and empire; between the idea of power centralized 
and uncontrolled as against power distributed and balanced. 


Balance of power is an American idea 


ECENT American generations have been disposed to think of 
balance of power as European. The principle is even more 
thoroughly American, When the U.S, Constitution was under pop- 
ular scrutiny in the summer of 1789, John / 
Sherman in defense of the distribution of powers proposed therei

that which is unchecked; that which has no equal power to control 
it.” And he noted: “Longitude, and the philosopher's stone have 
not been sought with more earnestness by philosophers than a 
pois of the laws has been studied by ley ‘tors from Plato to 
Montesquieu; but every project has been found to be no better 
than committing the lamb to the custody of the wolf, except that 
one which is called a balance of power.

BALANCE OF POWER continues 


Jefferson hoped “that a salutary balance of power may ever be 
maintained among nations.” 

The victories of Trafalgar and Waterloo lifted the Napoleonic 
threat, and five years later the accent had gravitated to neutrality. 
Now Jefferson writes to President Monroe that European “political 
interests are entirely distinct from ours.” ‘Their mutual jealousies, 
their balance of power, their complicated alliances, their forms and 
principles of government, all are foreign to us,” he asserts. ‘They 
are nations of eternal war.” 

Yet Europe with its balance of power was to enjoy a century of 

peace marred only by relatively 
brief and localized intervals of 
campaigning. The two biggest 
wars of the 19th Century were 
civil wars, one fought in the 
U.S. and one in China,

At the end of this long, bright interval Theodore Roosevelt cut 
through to underlying facts, In 1911, being then on the editorial 
staff of the Outlook, T.R. said to a German diplomat, “As long as 
England succeeds in keeping up the balance of power in Europe, 
not only on principle, but in reality, well and good; should she, 
however, for some reason or other fail in doing so, the United 
States would be obliged to step in at least temporarily, in order to 
reestablish the balance of power in Europe, never mind against 
which country or group of countries our efforts may have to be 
direct 

It was not Roosevelt, however, but Woodrow Wilson who had 
to meet the situation, and to Wilson as to other Americans of the 

resent century, “balance of power” seemed alien and unclean. 

‘0 Wilson balance of power meant not freedom’s shield and buck- 
ler, it recalled instead the abuses which had grown up in the prac- 
tices of dynastic Europe. To these Wilson was not alone in his 
aversion, 

In Europe also the advancing 19th Century had come to look 
askance at the accepted doctrine of two centuries preeline Com- 
plex balance of power was still, no less than ever, the indispens- 
able basis of Europe's freedom; but after Napoleon’s defeat the 
danger of any new drive toward empire grew dim. The French car- 
toonist, Daumier, pilloried balance of power as a source of inse- 
curity and armaments; and indeed these are, at times, the price 
of freedom. The felony of Poland’s partition was compounded 
in the name of balance of power; in the name of balance of power 
sovereignty over peoples had been traded among chanceries as 
peoples were but cattle. In shying from dynastic abuses of the 
principle, public spokesmen shied also from the phrase. When 
Prussian armies invaded France in 1870, Gladstone spoke to 
Parliament, not of balance of power but of “the common inter- 
est against the unmeasured aggrandizement of any Power what- 
ever.” On that phrase Sir Edward Grey relied again in August 
1914. 

Earlier, when Europe was being remade at Utrecht (1713) fol- 
lowing Louis XIV’s imperial adventure, “balance of power” was 
the very gospel. Treaties spoke of Europe as “this federal Equilib- 
rium.” At Vienna in 1814, balance of power reigned again. But 
when, in January 1919, the delegates gathered at Paris for Europe's 
third remaking, Woodrow Wilson expressed the hope that “no 
odour of Vienna” would be brought into the proceedings. Before 
leaving the U.S. he had denounced the balance of power in the 
second of his Four Principles of Feb. 11, 1918, He stipulated therein 
that “peoples and provinces are not to be bartered about from 
sovereignty to sovereignty as if they were mere chattels and pawns 
in a game, even the great game, now forever discredited, of the

balance of power.” Instead there was to be “self-determination.” 

The slight duration of the Versailles respite, compared with 
Utrecht’s 80 years and Vienna’s century, has elicited some second 
thoughts on balance of power. The critical point for our cognizance 
today is this: Though Wilson rejected, as his British cousins in 
Liberalism, Gladstone and Grey, circumvented, the phrase “balance 
of power,” Wilson held, not less surely than did they, to the con- 
viction that any single domination of Europe must imperil free- 
dom everywhere, and must therefore be resisted. 

This capital fact is confirmed to us by Wilson’s close friend and 
advisor, the historian, William E. Dodd. In an article contributed 
to the New York Times magazine, De , 1936, Dodd recounted 
that “when the World War assumed proportions and purposes like 
those of Napoleon I and Louis XIV, President Wilson began to 
wonder whether his country could safely witness a dictatorship 
embracing practically all Europe.” On August 15, 1915 Wilson 
to Dodd, “I am as much a devotee of peace ny man; but 
in case Europe falls under the domination of a single militarist 
group, peace and democracy for our country are going to be in 
grave danger, In case that seems obvious, { shall have to urge 
American intervention.” 

World War II confronted the people of the U.S. once more with 
the dilemma of neutrality and their own proper interest in the fate 
of Europe. President F.D. Roosevelt never openly invoked the prin 
ciple of the balance of power. The attack on Pearl Harbor removed 
many political uncertainties. However, during 1944 there were pub- 
lished in the Saturday Evening Post articles by Forrest Davis based 
on talks with President Roosevelt, and the latter is said to have r 
viewed before publication what Da The following passage 
in point: “Our historic inter i "sy has demanded a Eu- 
ropean balance of power wherein no single nation commands all the 
Continent’s resources and manpower to our potential disadvantage. 
Stripped to the bare essentials, we fought in 1917 and are fighting 
now to prevent the mastery of Europe by one aggressive powe 

In each war we took up the final challenge and spent our blood 
and treasure in a cause which (as Gladstone once said of England) 
was not immediately our own. We accepted a fate which others had 
prepared for us and fulfilled the last cruel necessity of the principle 
of the balance of power defensively concei 


ed. 


The challenge is the kind we know about 


HE world today is far more compact and explosive than it was 

in 1941. In order to survive we must advance consciously, 
without more delay, from the purely defensive into a constructive 
and preventive stage of our historic quest for freedom through 
balance of power. 

Fruitless negotiations with the Kremlin, whose lack of common 
purpose was writ large from the outset, have slowed our start. His- 
torical momentum took us some distance nevertheless. At least we 
have been unable to persevere in policies which pointed away from 
a balance of power, such as the Morgenthau plan for Germany and 
the Stilwell-Vincent line in China. It is now time to confess ex- 
plicitly our devotion to the balance of power, and to draw the scat- 
tered manifestations of our policy into a worldwide plan. Such a 
plan would commit us: 

1. To support “the common interest against the unmeasured 
aggrandizement of any Power whatever,” as we have begun to do 
in Greece and Turkey. And beyond that—

2. To lead the world, if we can do so, toward a new complex bal- 
ance of power in fact, moving thus from the defensive into a con- 
structive and preventive phase. 

Leadership in these regards was until recently with the British. 
But during four centuries they had never to face a situation so 
threatening as the present or to act with so little outside help as 
we may look for. Probably never has a people held the general fate 
s0 unequivocally in their hands as do Americans at the present 
juncture. Upon us has descended, without reversion, guardianship 
not only of our own ideals but that legacy of the Western World 
of which our ideals are part. 

The challenge is harsh and exacting beyond precedent. However 
one very interesting and encouraging aspect has been little noted. 
It is this: The two specific problems which now challenge us abroad 
are precisely those problems which have engaged the chief effort 
of our domestic life. So far we have bested them at home, 

In the U.S., as in other countries, industrialization brought on 
power-concentrations as dangerous to freedom on the domestic 
scene as were Napoleon and Hitler internationally. Resistance to 
these concentrations, the struggle to maintain a complex balance 
of power in ous damestio'souiel organiem, brought forth ths Sher: 
man Anti-Trust Act and related legislation. Campaigns against 
overconcentration were led by Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow 
Wilson, Franklin Roosevelt. The same imbedded principle has re- 
cently driven Congress to check the ov 
of union labor. At home as abroad th 
freedom?

Thenewtrendsin fashion, examples 
of which are seen on the preceding 
pages, have created a national furor.

Even more dis- 
turbing have been the recent renewed commotions on the site of 
Borley Rectory, long celebrated as the most haunted house in 
England. 

While England as a whole is thickly peopled by ghosts, the pop- 
ulation density at Borley, near Long Melford, Suffolk, approaches 
that of the Yankee Stadium during a 5¢ World Series. Among the 
celebrities in the crowd at Borley are two headl oachmen, a 
nun, two bay horses pulling a coach and a woman who says, “Don’t, 
Carlos, don’t.” Their activities include dragging their feet, whis- 
pering, scribbling on the walls, shooting keys out of the locks and 
ringing bells. Borley Rectory was built in 1863 to house the vicar 
of a nearby 12th Century church. Ghosts were observed by a 
one who lived at the rectory until it was gutted by fire in 1939, 
Characteristically the fire was first predicted by a lady with a ouija 
board and then caused b stack of books which fell over of their 
own accord, upsetting an oil lamp. During the fire two unexplained 
figures looked out of a Borley window and two other cloaked figures 
strolled through the rectory garden. From 1939 to 1945 no one had 
much time to keep an eye on Borley, but of late its old ghosts have 
been observed prowling around again in the company of new ones. 


Harry Price, ghost-hunter 


HE revival of the Borley ghosts has not only attracted its share 
T attention in the papers but has also served to revive activi- 
ties among British ghost-hunters, Ghost-hunting is the process of 
delving into reasonably well-attested cases of hauntings to discover, 
if possible, whether there is any truth in them. The dean of this 
well-established vocation is Mr. Harry Price, who has been prac- 
ticing this pursuit both on his own account and as an unpaid agent 
for England’s Society for Psychical Research for well over 40 years 
and has written a score of books about it. As the acknowledged 
leader in his field, Price is to the Borley Rectory what Einstein is 
to relativity. Retained by the BBC, he recently made the latest dis- 
turbances at Borley the subject of a sensational broadcast which 
included recorded testimony by more than a dozen witnesses. 

Any serious student of English ghosts is impelled to ask where 
the ghosts came from in the first place and how they happened to 
choose England as a habitat. To the British, of course, this ques- 
tion presents few difficulties. Owing to self-confidence induced by 
insularity, it would never occur to them that, given a choice, any 
one, ghost or otherwise, would select any other place. Nonethe- 
less the question is pertinent because, when asked why America has 
comparatively few ghosts, most British ghost experts politely fall 
back on the answer that, being a younger country, it has not had 
time to develop them. This answer will not hold water. If antiquity 
were the main point, Rome would have many more ghosts than 
England, and Cairo would be overrun with them, In fact Rome has

few ghosts and Cairo fewer. To be sure, some ancient Egyptian 
tombs have curses, but these curses are operative chiefly in the case 
of British archaeologists. Ghosts seem to have originated in 
England only after the civilized Romans withdrew, although it is 
true that the oldest ghost on record in England appears to be a sur- 
vival of the Roman invasion. The ghost is a young girl wearing a 
white Roman robe who wobbles upstairs from time to time in a 
small cottage near the Shropshire village of Wroxeter. Wroxeter 
is supposed to be on the site of the Roman city of Uriconium. 
This ghost, like most English ghosts, has never been seen by any- 
one except a British subject. 

Ghosts in England became well established in the Middle Ages 
Though little scientific data was collected about them, their st. 
ing in society is proved by their position in literature. By the Eli 
bethan era they were an important if not essential element in Brit- 
ish dramaturgy, as were witches, elves, little people and their ilk. 
In the 18th Century, which was an age of reason and frivolity, the 
pos suffered something of a setback. Unlike the works of 

hakespeare, which alone contain 17 ghosts mentioned by name, 
36 fairies and other apparitions, plus an unspecified number of 
attendants to fairies, the combined works of Sheridan, Addison, 
Steele and Pope all put together contain almost no ghosts at all. 
Boswell believed in them, but, what is more to the point, Samuel 
Johnson scoffed at them. 

British ghosts really came into their own at the end of the 18th 
Century, frelped along by the Gothic romances of Walpole and

BS ghosts, like British oaks and jokes, are noted for their 
durability. Despite the pressure of new competition by the 
postwar ghosts, the old ghosts are well equipped to maintain their 
standing and prestige. Easily the most famous individual ghost in 
England is the ghost of Glamis Castle, childhood home of Queen. 
Elizabeth. The Glamis ghost appears to have been seen by a quorum 
of all the guests who ever stayed at the castle and in many cases 
takes the form of a giant with red hair. This ghost is notable for 
the confusion that is attached to him. No one who has seen him 
knows what he did in the past or what he is up to at present, for 
the story of the ghost is supposedly known only to earls of Strath. 
more and to their oldest sons who, according to legend, are 
formed on the subject when they reach their 21st birthday. This 
confusion is deepened by the fact that the present Lord Strath- 
more says that he does not know where the legend originated and 
that, so far as he is concerned, he was not told the story of the 
ghost on his 21st birthday or at other time. 

For persistence and dependability the Glamis ghost is surpassed 
by the celebrated ghost of Catherine Howard, who was beheaded 
by Henry VIII when he secured evidence that she had been 
misbehaving. As she was carted away from Hampton Court Palace, 
she wriggled past her guards in an effort to explain her activities to 
the king but was recaptured by soldiers, who dragged her off, squeal- 
ing. Her ghost from time to time runs down the same corridor ut- 
tering the same squeals. Other wives of Henry VIII, Jane Sey- 
mour and Anne Boleyn, still prowl about. But Henry VIII created 
many more ghosts by breaking away from the Catholic Church. 
This move dispossessed many monks, who now form the rank and 
file of the whole assemblage of ghosts in England.

Walking up and downstairs is characteristic of British ghosts 
who seem, like their descendants, to be devotees of physical exer- 
tion. A particularly energetic ghost is Amy Robsart, who started 
out at Cumnor Place but has also been seen at Cornbury Park. In 
addition she is believed to have haunted Syderstone Hall in Nor- 
folk, which is reputed to be the residence of an old male ghost 
named Mr. Stewart, whose shriveled face is supposed to be the 
most malignant, wicked and sly one ever seen. Amy Robsart has 
been heard ringing a bell, but many ghosts can do this. They have 
also been known to play the drums, sing, toot on horns and even 
strum the harp. 

Musical ghosts, like screaming heads and door-opening ladies, 
however odd, are not to be confused with poltergeists, who are a 
different breed entirely. These are young, ill-behaved spirits whose 
activities usually consist of throwing stones, breaking crockery 
and otherwise damaging property. Poltergeist activity, according 
to the best authorities, is associated with the presence of pre-adoles- 
cent children, usually girls. The British, rather characteristically, 
prefer, instead of holding the child responsible for the disturb-

Samuel 
Wesley also had eight other children, including seven daughters 
named Emily, Sukey, Ma Hetty, Naney, Patty and Kezial 
ranging downward in age from 22 to 7. The disturbances ca 
by the poltergeist included groanings, knockings and tinglings, 
mostly located in the nursery where Hetty, Patty and Keziah slept. 

The Rev. Samuel Wesley got a man to blow a horn against rats 
and later, according to Andrew Lang, who records the case in his 
Book of Dreams and Ghosts, tried a moody mastiff which proved 
equally ineffectual and became morose about it. Emily, Sukey, Ma 
Hetty, Nancy, Patty and Keziah were considered blameless, as was 
little John. 

A more recent poltergeist appeared during the recent war when 
a US. bulldozer, widening a road at Scrapfaggot Green, in the vi 
lage of Great Leighs, Essex, not far from Bor! overturned a 2- 
ton stone marking the grave of a witch who ha n buried with a 
stake through her heart in the 17th Century. Shortly afterward 
strange things began happening. The tenor bell in the church 
tower tolled in the early morning. The church clock lost an hour.

For the sake of convenience British ghosts may be divided into 
a) ghosts of famous people or ghosts who live in famous places, 
b) ghosts who are famous in their own right, and c) miscellaneous 
ghosts, including animals. 

Historical figures whose ghosts are still up and about include 
the Black Prince, who haunts Hall Place, near Bexley, where he 
was seen three times before British reverses during World War I; 
Sir Francis Drake, who drives over Dartmoor in a black coach 
drawn by headless horses and followed by hounds whose yapping 
causes live dogs to keel over and die, and the famous highwayman, 
Dick Turpin, who gallops down Trapps Hill, near Loughton, three 
times a year. During part of this gallop Turpin is accompanied by 
an unpleasant old lady, riding pillion. Among ghosts of celebrities, 
the Turpin shade is probably the all-around champion for uniquity 
and diligence as well as dependability.

Turpin’s most recent mention in ghostly news occurred in July 
of this year when a householder named Blaney Key asked for a 
reduction in the tax rates on his house in Aspley Guise, Bedford- 
shire, on the ground that the presence of ghosts in it lowered 
its value. The ghosts at the Key house were those of a murdered 
couple whom Turpin had once discovered in the cellar and whose 
death he kept a secret in exchange for refuge. The exact degree to 
which /thervaluscof an English rouse is\ dintaiahed by. he: pres- 
ence of ghosts depends on the house, thé tenants and the be- 
havior of the ghosts. However since the presence of any sort of 
ghosts diminishes the value to some degree, the addresses of ghosts 
are hard to find and the publication of a ghost’s lair now consti- 
tutes a libel for which damages may be asked by the live residents 
of the premises. This tends further to impede the classification of 
ghosts and also discourages the appearance of new ghosts or of 
old ghosts in new places. 

e case of Dick Turpin is additionally interesting for its eques- 
trian aspects. Among animal ghosts in England, horses are naturall 
by far the most numerous. As a rule the horses, the riders or bot! 
lack heads, though this is not an invariable rule. Next to horses in 
popularity among British ghost animals, as among British live ani- 
mals, come dogs and cats. The best dog ghost is a squashy-pawed 
animal named Shriker, or Trash, who pads about the town of Burn- 
ley in either a forward or backward direction, making a splashing 
sound as it goes.

once when she touched a sleeping person’s hand, causing a sore 
spot that lasted for two days. Sometimes she visits the local colliers 
to warn them of danger in their pits, thus enabling them to save 
their lives. Silky, in fact, is such a good ghost that some authori- 
ties have preferred to regard her as a nature spirit or fairy. 

More satisfactory than the Glamis Castle ghost as a ghost famous 
for its locale is, of course, the celebrated ghost of Drury Lane the- 
ater. This ghost is remarkable for several reasons. For one thing he 
walks only in the daytime and generally between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., 
which suggests that he must be a member of the box-office staff 
rather than an ex-actor. For another thing he never frightens any- 
one. For a third, by no means shy or retiring, he has been seen by 
thousands of people, including a packed matinee house, according 
to the Drury Lane’s eminent historian, W. McQueen Pope, who 
speaks from personal experience. The Drury Lane ghost is a man of 
medium height, wearing a long gray riding cloak and a three-cor- 
nered hat of 18th Century style. The Drury Lane ghost likes only 
hit shows. He kept severely away from Noel Coward's Pacific 1860 
but was in frequent attendance more recently at Oklahoma! The 
Drury Lane ghost has been seen by more people, he has a better 
appearance, Rita hawtiees anil Hi enjoys better living conditions 
than any other British ghost. He is therefore the all-crowned, all- 
time champion British ghost. 

With the decline of fox-hunting, due to the diminishing number 
of Englishmen who can afford it, a rise in ghost-hunting might be 
expected, and this indeed is the case. Ghost-hunting differs from 
fox-hunting primarily in requiring steadier nerves, a love of super- 
nature rather than mere nature and less costly though more ex- 
tensive equipment. The well-appointed British ghost-hunter, when 
setting out on safari, takes with him a large kit of which the follow- 
ing items are merely the basic ones: 

air soft felt overshoes

Screw eyes 

Lead seals and sealing tool 

White tape 

Toolbox and nails 

Hank of flax 

Small electric bells 

Dry batteries and switches 

Camera, films and flash bulbs

The purpose of these utensils is too obvious in most cases to re- 
quire much explanation. The screw eyes, for example, are inserted 
in all door posts and window frames and the tapes threaded through 
the eyes and knotted, after which the knots inal be sealed with 
post-office lead seals. The chalk may be scattered on the floor to 
show footprints. The ghost-hunter seals the room, sets his traps 
and then settles down to await results. The flask of brandy, up to 
this point, is carried in the nocket. 


Haunts cost him $5,000 a year 


UT the top ghost-hunter of them all, the aforementioned Harry 
Price, a distinguished, levelheaded man of 66, is a confirmed 
skeptic about ghosts. Equipped with private means and a well-furn- 
ished laboratory in his residence at Armbank, Pulborough, Sussex, 
he carries on his work on an entirely amateur basis and finds that it 
costs him about $5,000 a year. It consists chiefly of investigating 
cases which are reported to him by private correspondents or by 
societies which hope to enlist his expert aid. A letter typical of the 
25 or so which Price gets every week from householders troubled 
by ghosts is the following, which he recently received from Birm- 
ingham:

When confronted by a complaint of this sort, Price’s usual pro- 
cedure is to turn the matter over to one of the 100 or so volunteer 
amateur assistant hunters or local guides who assist him in various 
te of England. If the local hunter reports favorably on the case, 

rice may give it his personal attention. According to England's 
top ghost-hunter, only about one case in 20 is worth investigation 
personally, and of these only about one in 100 is inexplicable on a 
normal basis. Even as to those which are inexplicable, Price him- 
self adopts a noncommittal attitude, saying merely that his knowl- 
edge is inadequate to explain the phenomenon. The cases which 
Price finds most hard to explain are those of the famous Austrian 
mediums named Rudi and Willi Schneider, which he described in 
his autobiography, Search for Truth, and that of Borley Rectory, on 
which he has been working on and off for 18 years. Having already 
written two books about Borley, Price is at present working on his 
third, a biography of the Borley nun as deciphered from old ree- 
ords which were turned up in out-of-the-way places according to 
clues drawn from the ghost’s own conversations. 

Despite the efforts of Price and his followers one question re- 
mains to be answered about British ghosts: should the ghosts 
be abolished? As to this, there are two schools of thought. One 
school says that since almost everyone in England, regardless 
of class, creed or political affiliation, believes in them, the ghosts, 
like the Crown, serve a useful purpose in promoting national 
unity and should be preserved. The other school says that since 
other countries do not believe in ghosts, the ghosts are a possible 
source of international misunderstanding and should be exorcised 
en masse. 

In any case the significance of the British belief in ghosts de- 
serves careful analysis. It is quite true, on the one hand, that a na- 
tion which will believe in ghosts will believe in anything, By the 
same token it is also true that a nation which believes in ghosts at 
least believes in something. The current upswing of the British 
ghost industry proves conclusively that whatever ih they may be, 
the British have not yet become cynical or disillusioned. The Brit- 
ish capacity for believing in ghosts is basically, in a sense, proof 
of their capacity for believing in themselves and their own inde- 
structibility. Such self-confidence is especially needed these days 
and is to be admired.
